Do “We Need More of God's Lower? 


IF SO, FOR WHAT PURPOSE?

CERTAIN brother in our service 
one time said, “I am going over yon- 
der to a certain place for service where 
they have more power.” He was thinking 
about the leaping, shouting, rejoicing 
power, the kind that produces a lot of 
physical demonstrations or outward man- 
ifestations. This kind of God’s power is 
good. It was shown forth among God’s 
people all along through all of the Bible 
times. It is a reality until this day. But 
for what purpose? It seems that God’s 
power has been sought, bestowed, and 
manifested along this line mostly for the 
present blessing and edification of the 
individual. It seems to me that time is 
here and been here for a long time that 
we need to seek and demonstrate God’s 
power for some other and greater pur- 
ses. 
In this little article we are endeavoring 
to show the need of more POWER for 
the SEVEN following purposes: 


1. POWER TO RESIST TEMPTA- 
TIONS 

The Bible, in 1 Cor. 10:13, teaches us 
that God will not allow us to be tempted 
above that we are able to bear. God will 
make a way for our escape. Many times 
we have seen those who seemed to have 
the most shouting power, be among the 
first to yield to the temptations of the 
devil. This convinces me that we need 
more of God’s power for some other pur- 
poses. If the thousands of our new con- 
verts, and older ones, who have been 
tempted into sin and gone back into the 


world, would have sought more of God’s 
keeping POWER, they would have been 
standing true until this day. Thank 
God! there is power in the Holy Ghost to 
keep every man above the power of 
Satan. 
2. POWER TO BE SOUL-WINNERS 
“He that winneth souls is wise,” Prov. 
11:30. The greatest desire of the true 
convert is to win souls to Christ. When 
we find Him we want to lead others to 
Him. In Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., we were 
holding a revival. A very intelligent lady, 
who was a Baptist missionary, came to 
our services and invited us to her home 
to talk on Bible subjects. I was somewhat 
astonished when she told me that she had 
attended lots of our kind of services and 
that she thought all we preached and did 
was shouting and speaking in tongues. 
At that time we as a Church had not 
done enough foreign mission work, or any 
outstanding kind of soul-winning, to be 
noticeable to other good people. Thank 
God, we are doing better now. May God 
give all of us power to take away all ti- 
midity and give us boldness and moral 
courage and burdens for souls enough to 
make us real personal workers and great 
soul-winners. 


3. POWER TO HAVE A MEEK AND 
QUIET SPIRIT 

“Even the ornament of a meek and 

quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God 

of great price.” 1 Pet. 3:4. A meek spirit 

is a spirit that people have which gives 

them power to be MEEK. A meek person 


will suffer wrong before he will do 
wrong. The meek person will not turn 
railing for railing, or evil for evil. Moses 
was the meekest man. When they got 
him in a close place he went to God in 
prayer. He was willing to take the blame 
on himself and stand between his people 
and God for the purpose of keeping God’s 
favor upon them. Oh! we would to God 
that all of our ministers and members had 
the POWER to show a real meek spirit 
at all times. A meek person is gentle, sub- 
missive, yielding, and mild of temper. 
You are talking about POWER, a man 
that has power to be like this has some 
real POWER. 

A MEEK and QUIET spirit? Yes, this 
means just to simply be quiet, get quiet 
and stay quiet. “Free from motion, dis- 
turbance, or alarm; still; calm; peaceable; 
gentle, subdued and modest; not showy.” 
This does not mean for us to be quiet 
when the time comes in the services for us 
to take part in the worship of God. But 
when your neighbor’s big children im- 
pose on your little children, or when the 
husband or the wife or somebody says or 
does something that is offensive to you, 
then God give all of the holiness people 
POWER to KEEP QUIET. 


4. POWER TO BE ESTABLISHED IN 
GOD AND THE CHURCH 

“Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
stedfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord.” 1 Cor. 15:58. 
Steadfast and UNMOVABLE means that 
we are to have so much power with God 
that the storms of life and the power’ 
of Satan will never move us. We have

Many people have wondered 
how it was that nations whose governments seemed to be so 
different as Germany’s and Russia’s could get together in a 
mutual assistance treaty, but regardless of all the hatred that 
Germany has seemed to have for communism through the past 
years, there is one thing that Nazism and communism have in 
common.

God or Gog The most terrible wars that have ever been 
witnessed upon the surface of the earth have 
been those in which religion was an issue. It has been said the 
bloodiest of wars were holy wars. With this, however, we do 
not agree. We believe that war is unholy and unchristian.

1, “Watch unto prayer.” You should 
be “instant in prayer.” Pray without 
ceasing, as the Psalmist said, “morning, 
noon, and night,” Psa. 55:17. 

2. Redeem the time. Do not throw 
away precious moments in idleness. Give 
every moment something to do. These 
moments, days, weeks, and months are 
flying by fast. 

3. Keep your body with all natural ap- 
petites under proper restraint. It is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost, recognize it 
as such. 

4. Be careful that evil tempers and 
passions do not overcome you. Live in the 
love of God. It is shed abroad in us by the 
Holy Ghost. Rom. 5:5. 

5. Be faithful in bearing the cross. In 
whatever shape or manner the cross may 
come upon you, endeavor to bear it pa- 
tiently and with thanksgiving. St. Paul, 
the great apostle, “gloried” in the cross 
of Christ. Gal. 6:14. 

6. Seek to suppress every evil thought, 
imagination, or suggestion that might en- 
ter your mind. “Keep thyself pure.” 

7. Endeavor to please God in all you 
do or say. “Whether therefore ye eat or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to the 
glory of God,” 1 Cor. 10:30. 


Jesus Our Example 


Jesus loved His enemies and prayed for 
them, and so should we. Luke 23:34. 


Though He had no place to lay His 
head, He rejoiced.

In connection with the above treatment 
of Jews, the following is from TIME 
magazine, issue of November 27: “The 
platform of the R. R. station in Lublin, 
German Poland, teemed. On it stood a 
forlorn, broken-spirited crowd who 
moved only when shoved. The people 
were utterly destitute. A knapsack here, 
a handbag there, sometimes just a cloth 


bundle. A few had scraps of food for 


which they had no stomach. The most 
any one had in cash was $120.00. Lublin, 
Poland—was recently chosen by Adolf 
Hitler as the site of his—Jew-sump. By 
April, according to a German govern- 
ment decree, 150,000 Jews must be eva- 
cuated to Lublin, or other reservations 
like it, from Bohemia, 65,000 from Vi- 
enna, 30,000 from Posen, 175,000 from 
the Lodz district, 240,000 from Germany 
proper. The unhappy Jews are virtual 
slaves. The area around the city was 
hedged in by barbed wire and bayonets. 
They were put to work, twelve hours a 
day, on roads, fields and buildings.” The 
staggering total of 660,000 Jews are thus 
to be herded and driven like cattle. One 
time their ancestors cried out, ‘His blood 
be upon us and our children!” God re- 
members! Yet, they will be delivered. It 


was the merciless lash of Pharaoh that - 


made them cry out to God to be delivered 
from Egypt. The lash of the whip in the 
hands of men who are controlled by the 
spirit of Antichrist will cause them again 
to cry out. They will be delivered and 
returned to their own country.

This has indeed been a grand privilege 
to attend the Bible Training School for 
the six weeks’ normal course. The time 
has passed all too soon. Living in the at- 
mosphere of continuous praises and glories 
to God has just been an uplifting inspira- 
tion to us. Every morning there have been 
the services of worship that have flooded 
our souls with the presence of God, by 
the joyful singing, earnest praying and 
Holy-Ghost-inspired preaching. There 
have always been many special numbers 
chosen from the thirteen quartets organ- 
ized in the school. The instrumental bands 
have been active, adding to and heighten- 
ing the musical ambitions of everyone to 
be of greater service to the Lord. The ra- 
dio programs that you have been hearing 
over WNOX, Saturday mornings (6:00 
a. m., CST), are the “morning glories” 
that are to be heard here every morning. 

The students are very active in spread- 
ing the gospel in the near-by towns. One 
Saturday, with a number of other stu- 
dents, I helped Brother Pinion, one of our 
Bible students, conduct his weekly street 
meetings in four different towns. The 
same evening we continued with three 
cars loaded with students to Middle 
Creek, Tenn., about twenty miles away, 
where he pastors and is now conducting 
a revival. The music, singing and testi- 
monies of praise and rejoicing that filled 
that tabernacle were just a foretaste of 
what heaven will be like when we shall 
be with Jesus for eternity.

They were busy up in the hills getting 
everything arranged for the voyage, and 
on the 10th of August Mr. Cook and his 
eldest son George started for the Tamil 
field. Since our Tamil work is scattered 
and there was no time to visit each sta- 
tion in turn, the brethren were asked 
to meet Brother Cook at certain central 
points. According to the program they 
visited Madura, Srivilliputtur, Rajapalay- 
am, and, last of all, Papanasam. At Pap- 
anasam they were welcomed by a big 
group of believers and they had two very 
good meetings here. On the last day there 
was a baptismal service when seven fol- 
lowed the Lord in water baptism. One of 
these was a Hindu cook who works for 
some Europeans in the Papanasam mills. 
His mistress told Brother Cook that she 
noticed a great difference in him since 
he became a Christian. Surely this was a 
good testimony. Brother Cook will no 
doubt show you the picture of the groups 
which were taken at Papanasam. This is 
a very ripe field and we believe that the 
Lord is going to do marvelous things here 
to His glory. Praise His name. 

From the Tamil field, Brother Cook 
and George came directly to Travancore, 
all tired out but at the same time very 
happy that the Lord had so wonderfully 
blessed in their ministry thus far. The 
day after their arrival, Wednesday, was 
our year-ending meeting. According to 
the notice previously published, a good- 
ly number of believers from Tiruvella 
district, as well as a number from other 
districts, were present. The day meeting 
was a general assembly meeting which 
started at about 11 a. m. and continued 
till 4 p. m. After food we all assembled 
once more at about 7 p. m. and carried 
on with the farewell meeting. It was very 
painful for us to bid farewell to our rev- 
ered overseer who for the last twenty- 
five years has toiled in India for the cause 
of Christ and was now going to America 


on furlough. We do not know whether 
we can meet together again in this world 
but we have one great confidence, and 
that is that we all can meet together when 
our precious Lord comes to catch away 
His saints. 


During the farewell meeting, speeches 
were made by different representatives. 
Mr. Livesey, of the Assemblies of God in 
Great Britain and Ireland, made a very 
fitting speech for the occasion and en- 
couraged us much. Brother Case also gave 
a good address of comfort. Towards the 
end an address prepared by the members 
and workers of the Church of God in 
India was read and a special copy printed 
on silk and framed was presented to our 
beloved Brother Cook. Sister Cook was 
presented with a copy of the same printed 
in gold on art paper. Gifts were also 
given by the different assemblies and 
students of the Bible School here at 
Mount Zion. Parting is always painful but 
it is impossible to describe in words what 
transpired at this farewell. Yet on the 
other hand everyone was inspired by the 
hope that we would all meet once more, 
if not here, up in heaven. 

Friday we went to North Travancore, 
sixty-four miles from headquarters. As 
you probably know,. Brother and Sister 
Case are the resident missionaries here. 
Here we saw our beloved brethren who, 
in spite of great opposition and divisions 
of the enemy, stood strong in the faith 
and fellowship, and resisted the forces of 
darkness. To bid farewell to these dear 
brethren was heart-rending, and when 
Brother Cook started to speak, all began 
to cry. There was hardly a one in that 
audience who did not shed tears. With 
hands upraised they all promised before 
the Lord that they would stand firm in 
the fellowship. Miss Menger, Miss Hoople 
and Miss Osborne of the Bethel Full 
Gospel Mission, Mr. and Mrs. Livesey and 
Mr. and Mrs. Case were all present here 
and we had a very blessed time together. 

Saturday, the 19th of August, we went 
to Variapulam, one of our main out-sta- 
tions in the Pathanamthitta district. The 
people of this district all gathered to- 
gether here to say good-bye. It was a 
grand sight to see the poor people after 
the meeting, coming up one by one to 
hand Brother Cook a small bundle of 
chuckrams (money). Though each bundle 
contained only very little, it meant much 
as they were given with a glad heart. 

The following day, Sunday, we went 
to Chettakal, another out-station where 
the people of the Ranni district assembled. 
Since they had no proper place to assemble 
in, a man was kind enough to give them 
permission to assemble on the veranda of 
his big shop. Even this place was insuf- 
ficient to hold the big crowd, so a num- 
ber had to sit outside in the hot sun and 
listen to the message given by Brother 
Cook. After the message he said good-bye 
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to these poor brethren, most of whom are 
coolies who live from hand to mouth. It 
was real touching to see these dear people 
presenting money which they had saved 
from their meagre wages.

seen many people who demonstrate with 
loud, wild, feverish demonstrations in the 


church services, and when a little trial 
or test comes their way they backslide. 
Sometimes some of the church members 
will quit the services and go to some 
other place just because there is more 
noise at the other place. God help us not 
to mistake noise for the power of God. 
People who don’t have one spark of sal- 
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vation can make lots of noise, but it 
takes a real redeemed child of God to live 
the overcomer’s life unto the end. 
5. POWER TO BE HUMBLE 

“God resisteth the proud, but giveth 
grace unto the humble.” James 4:6. Much 
has been said and written about pride and 
humility. For many years I have tried to 
learn what it takes to constitute real 
Bible humility. It seems that yet I know 
but little about it. I do know that hu- 
mility by the POWER of the Divine 
Spirit will not tolerate any “big I and 
little you” policies. It will not form class 
distinction. It is the best remedy in the 
world for selfishness. It is not too good to 
mix and mingle with sinners, yea, bad 
sinners, like Christ did, for their salva- 
tion. In -my opinion the worst and most 
dangerous type of pride in the world is 
spiritual pride. Boasting, boosting, brag- 
ging, and exaggerating all the time about 
what great things one has done, the desire 
to be looked up to for one’s great shout- 
ing, or preaching, or prominent place they 
take in the service and church, and all 
such like things, is the dangerous kind of 
pride. Also, I have seen some who took 
the position that if THEY were not there 
when prayer wasamade for the sick that 
the sick surely would not be healed, that 
nobody was quite so close to the Lord 
or were the Lord’s favorites as much as 
they. Deep in our souls there is a cry go- 
ing up to God for His POWER to make 
us more HUMBLE. 


6. POWER TO MAKE US SUB- 
MISSIVE 

“Submitting yourselves one to another 
in the fear of God.” Eph. 5:21. 

Many of us need lots of power from 
God to help us along this line. To yield 
and give over to another, to be resigned 
and obedient to God and those in authori- 
ty, are not real easy things for some peo- 
ple to do. In fact, some of those who 
would have you think that they have 
great POWER with God have never 
learned the A B C’s of the blessed Chris- 
tian principle that we call submission. 
Many times I have submitted to the de- 
cisions and views of others when I 
thought they were wrong, and later on 
found out that they were right and I was 
wrong. It seems that it is easy for some 
people to be contentious and stubborn, 
but there is POWER in the Holy Ghost 
to make a man submissive. The submis- 
sive wife is the better wife. The submis- 
sive child is the best child, and the sub- 
missive church member is the best church 
member. When we submit to the views 
and decisions of others in the church 
work, and it proves out that they were 
wrong and we were right, they will aban- 
don their views and will have more con- 
fidence in us and our views than ever be- 
fore. Oh, if we all just had POWER 
enough to remember that the other fel- 
low is just as apt to be right as we are, 


and that we are to have great respect, 
confidence, and appreciation for the other 
fellow, we would be making some won- 
derful progress in the Christian race. 


7. POWER TO WAKE US UP AND 
GET US ON THE JOB FOR GOD 
—POWER TO W-O-R-K 

“For even when we were with you, this 
we commanded you, that if any would 
not work, neither should he eat.” 2 Thess. 
3:10. There have been those who had 
power enough to dance their shoe heels 
off, but not enough power to turn their 
hand in the WORK of the Lord. When all 
of the true Holiness people learn to do the 
WORKS of salvation and bring the work 
side up level with the blessing side, to get 
the WORK-WING to flopping as much 
and as freely and cheerfully as the shout- 
ing-wing, then shall thy light break forth 
as the morning, and thy righteousness 
shall go before thee; the glory of the 
Lord shall be thy reward. Isa. 58:1-12. 
Yes sir, power to get out of the bed in 
time to get to Sunday School on time. 
Power to pull ourselves down to regular 
prayer and reading the Word. Power to 
stop our tongues on time. Power to help 
put the program of the Church over the 
top. Power, yes POWER to pay tithes. 
Power to work as the man in the Bible 
worked who received five TALENTS and 
worked until he gained other five talents, 
and the Lord will say, Well done, thou — 
good and faithful servant, thou hast been 
faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things. Enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord.
